ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) — It's a war between the haves 


and the have - nots - but - will • pay - to - become - haves. The 
football teams of Michigan and Ohio Slate take their places at 
1 p.m. In Michigan Stadium Saturday for the Big Ten title and 
a chance to play in the Rose Bowl. But for fans in Columbus 
and Ann Arbor, the really big game is trying to find tickets. 


Ticket scalping — selling tickets for more than their original 


value — is illegal in Michigan. Nevertheless, ads for tickets at 
"bargain", rates of $30 and up abound on the U-M campus 
bulletin boards and in newspapers. Law enforcement figures 
generally ignore the practice. "I'll get rid of them as soon as 
somebody offers me what I want," said one student with two 
tickets for sale. "I'd like to have $50 apiece." 


The U-M ticket manager says he tells people not to buy at 


scalpers' fates. "At game time, you can buy a ticket for $5 
from somebody who wanted $30 or $40 for them a couple of 
hours before," said Allan Renfrew. 


One of the have-nots, a Michigan alumnus who placed an ad 


asking for eight tickets for the Buckeye-Wolverine clash, 
received offers ranging from $30 to $100 each. "I'm an avid 
football fan," said Washtenaw County Prosecuting Attorney 


William Delhey. "But not that avid." 


While ticket scalping is illegal in Michigan, there is no Ohio 


law or Columbus city law against it. The Columbus Dispatch 
on Monday had about 30 classified ads offering tickets. More 
than half the ads listed Ann Arbor telephone numbers. 


A newspaper spokesman said ticket prices in Columbus have.. 


climbed to $50 and $60 each. The newspaper learned that one 
enterprising seller, a trucker who travels back and forth ; 
between Michigan and Oliio, bought tickets at $25 each from 
U-M students and is selling them "in quantity" for a sweet $50 
each in Columbus, 


Renfrew said the scarcity of tickets is partly due to the sale 


of 75,000 season tickets this year, compared with 53,000 last 
year. Another 8,000 tickets for Satuday's game went to 
Buckeye officials for distribution to Ohio fans. Other tickets 
went to U-M alumni organization. So, there were only about 
500 individual, non-season tickets available for Saturday's 
game.

And that supply-demand situation suits most ticket scalpers. 


"I sold them," said one student who offered four tickets and 
sold them for $100 total. "After we sold them we had people - 
offering us like $40 and $50 apiece for them."

Seas Were Beating The Fitzgerald

derground nuclear tests apparently have spewed some radioactive 
debris into the atmosphere, U.S. intelligence sources report. 
Radioactive gaseous debris was collected outside Russia's lerri- 
tory following a 3.8-megaton test on Oct. 18 and a two-megaton 
blast on Oct. 21, sources said. A megaton is the equivalent of one 
million Ions of TNT. The tests were conducted on the Soviet island 
of Novaya Zernlya in the Arctic.

Missaukee C ^nty sheriff’s deputies say a Drayton Plains hunter, 
James Duvall, 24, was apparently shot to death accidentally late 
Wednesday or early Thursday. 
Deputies said Duvall was hunting with a companion when the 
two became separated. Duvall’s body was found Wednesday. Eight 
of the hunters have been killed by bullets. The others are apparent 
heart attack victims 


including a cover-up charge. A 
spokesman says that Atty.

trict of Columbia might be in 
violation of federal law.” 
A second official. Richard 
Bissell, 
then 
head 
of 
the 
agency’s clandestine services, 
“airily dismissed” the pros­ 
pect, according to evidence 
submitted to the committee. 
In addition to the Castro and 
Lumumba plots and the Trujillo 
affair, government officials also 
were aware of plots against 
South Vietnamese prc^sident 
Ngo Dinh Diem and Chilean 
army chief Rene Schneider 


where “the risk of death” 
existed, the committee said. 
The ll-membt>r panel also 
said it came across “evidence of 
(.'lA involvement in plans to as­ 
sassinate President Sukarno of 
Indonesia and “Papa Doc”

In 1970. lYesident Nixon ins­ 
tructed the CIA “to play a direct 
role in organizing a military 
coup d'etat in Chile to prevent” 
Marxist Salvadore Allende fiWn 
coming to power. During Oc­ 
tober, the CIA contacted mili­ 
tary conspirators in Chile, all of 
whom regarded removal of Cien. 
Schneider, who strongly op­ 
posed a coup, as a necessary 
ingredient to their plans. On 
Oct. 22. the CIA passed machine 
guns and ammunition to a group

Avoid Portugal's Clouds 


Tomorrow Prince Juan Carlos de 


Bprbon whose, lineage runs back to 
France's Louis XIV ascends the'throne 
of Spain as King Juan Carlos I. 


..It. is' a new title in the Spanish 


branch of the Borbon dynasty because 
the Prince's father, Don Juan, the 
Count of Barcelona, never having 
renounced his right of ascension, bars 
the'son from adding one numeral to 
his parent's unfulfilled 
right to 


proclaim himself Juan III. 


The niceties of a scion restoring a 


hereditary monarch in his own name 
are 1.80 degrees aside from the point of 
what will be in store for his country 
now 
that 
its 
masterful 
leader, 


Generalissimo Francesp Franco, is no 
longer the last surviving dictator in 
Western Europe. 


The question is the same posed in 


France a few years ago when Charles 
DeGaulle stepped aside as premier in 
favor of a.handpicked successor. Only 
the words differ. 


The query is whether Francoism 


will survive without Franco. 


Franco's legacy may be fulfilled but 


most likely not in its purest form. 


Though personally tutored at Fran- 


co's knee for the last 26 of his 37 years, 
Prince Juan is not the driving master 
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that the Generalissimo was. Neither 
does he accept totally or unqualifiedly 
every principle in Franco's text. 


Only a few days ago in his capacity 


of provisional head of state during 
Franco's terminal illness, the Prince 
restored.the right of the Basques and 
other minorities to speak and write in 
their own dialects. Franco had banned 
such expression when first he became 
Spain's dictator in 1939. 
. 


The overture can be dismissed as 


just that and no more. What does it 
matter if a Basque or a Valencian 
communicates openly in his dialect so 
long as he follows in lockslep with 
orders from Madrid? 


Considering, however, that like 


many countries Spain is beset with 
regional separatist yearnings, the 
Prince's action very much appears to 
follow a line that conciliation to a 
degree can be as helpful in maintain- 
ing a police state as the police itself. 


That Spain will merge into a free 


atmosphere once the crown is placed 
upon Prince Juan's head is wishful 
thinking. 


Not only are the armed forces, 


including the police, and the country's 
dominant political wing; the-Falange, 
opposed to it, there is the horrible 
example of near chaos in neighboring 
Portugal to foster restraint. Only the 
most 
died-in-the-wool 
Spanish 


anarchist would risk trading at this 
time a fully democratic system for the. 
ordered existence established by 
Franco. 


Nonetheless, the chances for Spain's 


emergence from Franco's heayyhand- 
ed methods seem reasonable. 


The Prince leans to that approach 


and the authoritarian power at his 
disposal, realistically perhaps clasped 
about his backside, to the contrary, a 
growing 
sentiment 
for 
greater 


freedom is • developing. Not only; do 
Spaniards of moderate persuasion 
yearn personally for liberation, they 
feel it necessary to bring their country 
back into the Western European com- 
munity whose governments have 
isolated Spain from the mainstream 
because of Franco's harsh ways. 
Spanish labor is equally restive 
because of a belief that inflation con- 
trols are framed at its expense. 


Force can control or at least thwart 


such expressions for an indeterminate 
spell; but none of Franco's close as- 
sociates have his charisma to cause 
undue repression to be as palatable as 
it has been. When the Uisle changes, so 
does the diet.

SEC Offers Advice 


To Small Investor

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has lots of things to 
worry about these days, but b« 
reassured it has not overlooked 
its role as protector of the small 
investor. 


The watchdog of federal 


sccurites laws and regulations 
has just come out with a new 
edition of "Investigate Before 
You Invest," a little booklet of 
basic advice that it is now of- 
fering free to investors. 


"Before buying ... Think!" 


advises the SEC. "Don't listen 
to high-pressure sales talk," it 
adds. And, "Don't buy on tips 
and rumors." 


If, those caveats sound a bit 


dated for these days of super- 
cautious if not necessarily more 
sophisticated investors, there's 
a reason: Much of the text was 
written years ago, and a new 
cover applied this year. 


Nevertheless the SEC believes 


tho warnings arc worthwhile, 
just as they were in the 1960s, 
when millions of new and naive 
investors Hocked into the stock 
market. 


It's a bit different today. 


Brokers' phones don't ring all 
day long as they used to. 
Hundreds of them have gone out 
of business. Institutions often 
dominate trade, with the small 
investor more observant than 
active. 


In fact, the number of inves- 


tors has diminished, after 
increasing sharply throughout 
the 1960s and early 1970s. For 
the first time in more than 20 
years, the New York Stock 
Exchange 
estimates,

Sunny Spain Hopes To 
Avoid Portugais Clouds 


Tomorrow Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon whose lineage runs back to 
France’s Louis XIV ascends the throne 
of Spain as King Juan Carlos I. 
It is a new title in the Spanish 
branch of the Borbon dynasty because 
the Prince’s father, Don Juan, the 
Count of Barcelona, never having 
renounced his right of ascension, bars 
the son from adding one numeral to 
his 
parent’s 
unfulfilled 
right 
to 
proclaim himself Juan IIL 
The niceties of a scion restoring a 
hereditary monarch in his own name 
are 180 degrees aside from the point of 
what will be in store for his country 
now 
that 
its 
masterful 
leader, 
Generalissimo Franceso Franco, is no 
longer the last surviving dictator in 
Western Europe. 
The question is the same posed in 
France a few years ago when Charles 
DeGaulle stepped aside as premier in 
favor of a handpicked successor. Only 
the words differ. 
The query is whether Francoism 
will survive without Franco. 
Franco’s legacy may be fulfilled but 
most likely not in its purest form. 
Though personally tutored at Fran­ 
co’s knee for the last 26 of his 37 years. 
Prince Juan is not the driving master 
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that the Generalissimo was. Neither 
does he accept totally or unqualifiedly 
every principle in Franco’s text. 
Only a few days ago in his capacity 
of provisional head of state during 
Franco’s terminal illness, the Prince 
restored the right of the Basques and 
other minorities to speak and write in 
their own dialects. Franco had banned 
such expression when first he became 
Spain’s dictator in 1939. 
The overture can be dismissed as 
just that and no more. What does it 
matter if a Basque or a Valencian 
communicates openly in his dialect so 
long as he follows in lockstep with 
orders from Madrid? 
Considering, however, that like 
many countries Spain is beset with 
regional separatist yearnings, the 
Prince’s action very much appears to 
follow a line that conciliation to a 
degree can be as helpful in maintain­ 
ing a police state as the police itself. 
That Spain will merge into a free 
atmosphere once the crown is placed 
upon Prince Juan’s head is wishful 
thinking. 
Not only are the armed forces, 
including the police, and the country’s 
dominant political wing, the Falange, 
opposed to it, there is the horrible 
example of near chaos in neighboring 
Portugal to foster restraint. Only the 
most 
died-in-the-wool 
Spanish 
anarchist would risk trading at this 
time a fully democratic system for the 
ordered 
existence 
established 
by 
Franco. 
Nonetheless, the chances for Spain’s 
emergence from Franco’s heavyhand­ 
ed methods seem reasonable. 
The Prince leans to that approach 
and the authoritarian power at his 
disposal, realistically perhaps clasped 
about his backside, to the contrar>', a 
growing 
sentiment 
for 
greater 
freedom is developing. Not only do 
Spaniards of moderate persuasion 
yearn personally for liberation, they 
feel it necessary to bring their country 
back into the Western European com­ 
munity 
whose 
governments 
have 
isolated Spain from the mainstream 
because of Franco’s harsh ways. 
Spanish 
labor 
is 
equally 
restive 
because of a belief that inflation con­ 
trols are framed at its expense. 
Force can control or at least thwart 
such expressions for an indeterminate 
spell; but none of Franco’s close as­ 
sociates have his charisma to cause 
undue repression to be as palatable as 
it has been. When the taste changes, so 
does the diet.

Stubblefield, president of Peoples State 
bank, said the chair had been in Mrs. 
Stubblefield’s family since 1870. It was 
acquired from an aunt of Mrs. Stubblefield, 
Mrs. William Perkins, of Council Bluffs 
Iowa. 
The history of the mahogany side chair has 
been authenticated.

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Malpractice Bill

One 
substitute 
teachers 
measure, approved 87-2, would 
for the first time give a subs­ 
titute teacher who works one 
job for more than 60 days the 
same minimum wage and leave 
time given full-time teachers. 
Sponsored by Sen. 
David 
Plawecki, D-Dearbom Heights, 
the bill would also require that 
a qualified substitute teacher 
who works 120 days during a 
school year and is reassigned 
the next year be offered a 
full-time contract by the school 
district. 
The second measure, passed 
S8-1, is designed to encourage 
school districts to employ sub­ 
stitutes for periods long enough 
to 
qualify 
them 
for 
unemployment compensation. 
Sponsored by Sen. Bill Huff­ 
man, D-Madison Heights, the 
bill also doubles the 12 hours of 
work per week now needed to 
get jobless pay. 
Ttie university employe bill 
was passed 78-9. It was spon­ 
sored by Rep. Dennis Hertel, 
D-Detroit. 
The measurt* would end the 
ban on jobless benefits for 
university workers who also 
are taking one or more classes.

A coalition of the crisis com­ 
mittee, unions, lawyers, doctors 
and others which worked for 
passage of the earlier malprac­ 
tice legislation on insurance and 
arbitration is also behind the 
state board measure. 
In addition to the files, the bill 
would enlarge the state board 
with tw(> public memixTs ap­ 
pointed by the governor. One 
public and 10 medical membtTs 
are now on the board. The new 
memlxTs are intended to help 
handle the increased workload 
caust‘d by the recjuirements to 
n*\ iew all files annually. 
The bill was sponsored by 
Rep. Ra>mond Hood, D-Detroit, 
Public Health Committee chair­ 
man. If it wins House passage, 
the measure goes to the Senate.

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Future Of French Grapes 
Winemakers Blend Caution With Optimism 


HOMEMADE SPRAY RIG:,Gary Robinson, formerly of Benton township and now 
owner of a small equipment company in Tampa, Fla., built this 400 gallon sprayer 
with stock parts available from many suppliers. He says the rig, which will be 
commercially available in Florida next year, costs less than other rigs because of 
the use of inexpensive parts. Gerald Knuth, of Benton township, reports that he has 
seen the rig in action and says it works well. Sprayer was at an equipment show in 
Allegan county earlier this year. It can handle full dilute, 400 gallons an acre, 'or; 
concentrate, 400 gallons per 20 acres. Spray nozzles, seen at rear, are less apt to 
clog because box from which hoses come contains a V-shaped manifold. Chemical, 
under a slight 5 psi pressure, enters manifold at bottom, at point of "V." As 
chemical fans out, dirt and other particles settle downward, away from the outlet 
to the nozzles.

Spray nozzles, seen at rear, are less apt to 
clog because box from which hoses come contains a V-shaped manifold. Chemical, 
under a slight 5 psi pressure, enters manifold at bottom, at point of “V.” As 
chemical fans out, dirt and other particles settle downward, away from the outlet 
to the nozzles.

852,500 U.S. auto and agricul- 
tural Implement workers will 
receive a cost-of-living wage 
increase of 10 cents an hour 
beginning next month, the 
United Auto Workers said 
Thursday. 


In addition, 69,000 aerospace 


workers represented by the 


UAW will receive a cost-of-liv- 
ing increase of at least nine 
cents an hour, and 27,500 
agricultural implement workers 
will get a 1.7 per cent cost-of- 
living raise, the union said. 


-The quarterly wage increase, 


won in UAW contracts to offset 
rising living costs, is based on 
the rise in the Consumer Price 


Index for the third quarter of 
this year. 


The 10-cent Cost Of Living 


Allowance (COLA) applies to

hourly workers at the Big Four

Jobless Benefits Running Out For Many 


WASHINGTON

Unemployment benefits, often 


p referred to by President Ford as 
'X "our first line of defense in a 
;;';/ recession," are running out for 


tens of thousands of jobless 
Americans. 


For the most part, they are 


men in the prime of their 
working 
years 
who • Were 


employed in blue-collar jobs. 
But a disproportionate number 
are blacks and the elderly — 
usually the last to be rehired. 


Despite 
the 
improving 


economy, 
unemployment 


remains at its highest level 
since the Great Depression of 
the'1930s, and most economists 
agree it will remain at high 
levels through most of the 
decide. 


To soften the Impact of the 


recession. Congress repeatedly 
extended 
unemployment 


benefits to a maximum of/ 85 
weeks for some workers. But for 
thc'flrst victims of the business 
slump and those caught in the 
wave of layoffs during the 197,1 
Arab Oil embargo that preceded 
it, even this economic prop has 
bcehWhaustcd. 


IJibor Department officials 


say 287,000 people had used up 
their eligibility as of last June 
and. were forced In look el- 
sewhere 
for 
Income. 
The 


number is Increasing each 
week, and the department es- 
timates that in 1976 some

es Budget 


2,470,000 Americans will use up 
their benefits. 


Some will find jobs. Others 


have alternative sources of in- 
come; some states, for example, 
permit 
retirees 
to 
draw 


benefits. But others will be 
forced to turn to welfare. 


"As 
their 
unemployment 


compensation 
terminates," 


says Senate Labor Committee 
Chairman Harrison A. Williams 
Jr., "family savings and other 
assets are the first to go. Even- 
tually, they can qualify for 
public assistance on the welfare 
rolls. The next recourse is 
bankruptcy. And then there is 


crime. 


The amount and duration of 


unemployment benefits vary 
from state to state because of 
differences 
in benefit 
and 


eligibility 
regulations. 


Payments generally range from 
(WS to $100 a week, although 
payments run higher in a few 
states. 


Labor Department officials 


say they arc only beginning J> 
compile up to date figures' on 
the number of persons who have 
exhausted their benefits, and 
data to provide an accurate pic- 
ture of who they are and where 
they live. 


"We're doing a lot of guessing 


at this point," said James Man- 
ning 
of 
the 
department's 


Employment and Training Ad- 
ministration. "The problem is 
the newness of the extended 
'benefits program and the mag- 
nitude of unemployment." 
' 


However, a limited govern- 


ment survey of 10 states showed 
that half of the people exhaust- 
ing their benefits were between 
22 and 44 years old, and about 60 
per cent were men. 


A relatively large proportion 


were over 65, an age group that 
experiences the most difficulty 
in finding work. The survey 


found that 14 per cent were in 
this group, which accounts for 
only 
2.5 per cent 
of the 


unemployed.

Congress
